a Hlg Cedar — Splitting Ho ard» fo r a 
Cabin~fiett!ng the Land Heady fo r the 
l*l<m« » l)uruing Tree« . 


Well, yo ung man. we will suppo se yen 
have go ne west and have lo cated a quarter 
sectio n—1W acres—o f 
land in a I*uget 
so und valley. 
The first thing yo u will pro b­ 
ably do after lo cating is to erect yo ur cabin. 
There is no ro ad to yo ur ranch; yo u are fo r­ 
tunate if there is a ho rse trail; and the river 
Is to o swift to navigate with a heavy lo ad, so 
yo u canno t get sawed lumber to build it 
with. 
Yo u gaze in wo nder at the mighty 
trunks uprearing aro und yo u, and co nclude 
that yo u are no t sufficiently skilled in wo o d­ 
craft to build a ho use o ut o f them. The wisest 
co urse ia to engage an o ld resident to help 
yo u. 
Yo u go to g*ther to the gro und; and, yo ur 
building site being w lected, he sets yo u to 
wo rk cutting underwo o d, while be, sho ulder­ 
ing a (to yo u) strange lo o king implement—a 
bo ard abo ut six feet in length by abo ut eigh t 
inches in width, 
slightly 
narro wed and 
ro unded at one end, upo n which is securely 
bolted on th e upj**r side a plate o f steel with 
a flared edge—and an ax, 
disap p ears in the 
undergrowth , leaving yo u to struggle with 
▼ine-map le— a gro wth i*euliar to the Pacific 
slo pe. 
It seldo m exceeds six inches in diame­ 
ter, but gro ws so tall that, bending with its 
o wn weight, o ften takes ro o t again, and, be­ 
ing severed, straightens with a vicio us kick, 
so metimes seven Iy injuring the unwary ux- 
man. 
IN THE WOODS. 
After yo u have been wo rking fo r two o r 
three ho urs, and have perhaps sto pped to 
lo o k in amazement ut a hazel bush with r* 
trunk as thick as yo ur thigh, yo u hear a lo ud 
pro lo nged “ Lo o k o ut belo w,” and a mightf 
cellar crac ks, sways and falls with a crash, 
grinding and splintering the rmaller trees be­ 
neath it. 
The earth trembles as fro m an 
earthquake, and fo r several minutes the 
limbs keep dro pping fro m trees that have 
been grazed. Making yo ur way to the spo t, 
yo u clamber upo n the trunk—no easy thing 
to do , fo r it is six o r eight feet in diameter. 
The first thing that attracts yo ur attentio n is 
the height at which the stump is cut—ten feet 
o r mo re fro m the gro und—with that strange- 
lo o king bo ard sticking in a no tch at a co n­ 
venient height fo r cho pping. “ What! did 
yo u stand o n that thing to cut the tree 
do wn? ’’ The o ld resident smiles: “ We call 
that a cho pping bo ard; yo u see the timber is 
all ‘swell butted/ so we are o bliged to climb 
to get abo ve the bulge. 
When yo u get used 
to it, yo u will prefer standing o n a bo ard to 
cutting fro m the gro und.” 


SPLITTING HOARDS. 
Yo ur next task is to saw a length fro m yo ur 
tree and split it into pieces o f the required 
frize. 
Taking a fro w so mewhat lo nger and 
heavier than is co mmo nly used fo r splitting 
shingles, the o ld resident pro ceeds dextero usly 
to rive these pieces into inch bo ards; and by 
nightfall yo u have almo st eno ugh lumber to 
make a 12x14 fo o t cabin. 
Owing to the diffi­ 
culty o f transpo rting lumber, nearly all farm 
buildings are built o f split lumber, except in 
the immediate vicinity o f a saw mill. 
Fir and 
spruce are also split as well as cedar. With a 
little care in dressing a to lerably co mfo rtable 
and respectable lo o king ho use can Ij« m s v o f 
split lumber. No t lo ng ago I assist**? ¿ 
4*- aid­ 
ing a ho use 24x34 feet. 
We felled a single fir 
tree, six feet in diameter; fro m this we butit 
the entire ho use, lining, ceiling, flo o ring and 
all, besides furniture. 
Fro m the waste there 
was abo ut fo ur mo nths firewo o d, wbiie mo re 
than 100 feet o f the to p remained. 


CLEARING THE GROUND. 
When yo u have yo ur cabin co mpleted, with 
a go o d clay fireplace— no ho use is co mfo rt­ 
able in such a mo ist climate witho ut o ne—and 
a co uple o f mo nths’ supplies bro ught either 
in a cano e o r p>aeked o n a cayuse (Indian 
po ny) yo u are ready to co mmence clearing. 
The underwo o d and smaller trees are easily 
cut and puled ready fo r burning: then yo u 
must fell the immense spruces and firs. These 
may l*e either cho pped, sawn o r burned do wn. 
When burned, a ho rizo ntal ho le is to rn! 
abo ut eighteen inches in depth and two feet 
fro m the gro und, with ano ther ho le bo red 
fro m abo ve to intersect it; five co als are then 
dro pped into the upper bo le, and fanned to a 
flame thro ugh the lo wer o r draught ho le. 
Th e interior of th e tree soon becomes like a 
furnace; and in a few day s burns down; th e 
stump often h aving burned several feet below 
th e surface. 
Now y ou h ave th e enormous 
trunk—between 200 and 300 feed in length — 
to disp ose of: th is is done by boring and fir­ 
ing—as was done in th e standing tree—at in­ 
tervals of a few feet. 
You find th e clearing 
very laborious; and are not long in discover­ 
ing th at it costs from $50 to $75 an acre to 
get th e land ready for th e p low: but th is 
acre will p roduce on an average, 350 bush els 
of p otatoes, seventy -five ofoats, or four tons 
of h ^y , and oth er th ings in p rop ortion.—

manifested sailing qualities suffioionfc to 
confirm the convictions of her advocates as to 
her ability to save the America cup from 
confiscation for an o th er year at least. 


THE VICTORIOUS If AY FLOW Kit. 
The start was made from Owlshead, a little 
below Bay Ridge. 
All tho morning a vast 
fleet of yacht« , imtnboring one hundred at 
least, were boating about off the club grounds, 
and far down the bay the two big sloops 
tacked about until 10:30, when tliey headed 
up the stream and lmid-to. 
It was 10:55 before the Luckenbach “ opened 
her mouth,” and when she did it was for no 
preparatory signal, but a start outright. 
At 
10:50 :12, official time, the Galatea got over 
the line under plain sails ami carrying her 
baby-jil» top-suil, sailing almost neck-and- 
neck with the Mayflower. 
The Mayflower 
waa slightly to windward, and it did not take 
her long to make the best of her position. Ten 
minute« afteVward the Galatea went-about 
and beaded over on the other tack for Fort 
Wordsworth. The wind shifted slightly south­ 
ward and promisod a dead-heat to buoy 
10 for 
the two heat« , but the Mayflower hauled away 
from tho English cutter as though the latter 
was at anchor. 
Off Stapleton, Staton Island, 
both boats went-about again and reached over 
to near Coney Island point, but so far did the 
Boston sloop gain ill tiie lead that when she 
entered the ‘T4-foot-chaJ int*i” near Coney 
Island, tii© Galatea waa half a mil ‘ astern. 
At 12:50 the Mryflower rounded buoy 10 on 
the port tuck, but away to leeward of the 
buoy. 
A Is » ut, ten minutes later the English 
cutter rounded tho buoy so clo se, as to almost 
serapo tiie jiahit off lier sides and headed in 
the wake of tho Mayflower for buoy 
8 V£, 
which she turned at 10:07:30, flve and half 
m in u tes after the Mayflower. 
Then i» oth 
boats made a stretch to the 
e a stw a rd on their 
course to Sandy Hook lightship. 
Below the Hook the wind freshened and tho 
May flow er somewhat increased her lead. She 
itood out to sen away to the eastw ard, head­ 
ing far enough to clear the Sandy Hook light­ 
ship without uuiking a tack on her courso 
tcrosa 
Under her working sails she headed 
across to the “ Sandy” and rounded it at 
3:35:02 amid the 
screeching of tug and 
» teamer whistle« and guns from the steam 
yachts. 
The British 
craft follower« ! at 
2:44:13, ami was greeted with a similar ova­ 
tion. 
Far off in the lead the Boston sloop 
blew' out her big balloon jib-top sail and 
headed back for the point of the Hook on tho 
port tack with the wind nearly abeam The 
run home was a beautiful scene. 
About 8:30 
the w'ind lagged, and the Mayflower'« big jib 
topsail dragged in the sea, but a tug or two 
on tho sheet hauled her in again.

Galatea, away off near the turning buoy, 
rigged her spinnaker, but for reasons beet 
know n to her skipper, did not set tho sail. At 
3:34 the Mayflower rounded buoy 
on the 
home-stretch, followed at 3:46 by the Galatea. 
A little after 4 the Mayflower broke out her 
spinnaker, and created so beautiful a sight 
with every stitch set and going before th$ 
wind that all the steam croft set up a tre­ 
mendous howl 
All the steamers of high and low' degree 
made as fast as they could for buoy 15 to 
whoop themselves hoarse at the finish, and no 
one but an absolute pilot could have dis­ 
tinguished just where due finish w as to be, so 
dense was the fleet of outside craft.

the moment Prince Alexander departed from 
that country. 
Upon receipt of the reply of Russia the

The Bulgarian notables demande*! that 
Russia allow the Bulgarian assembly to elect 
Alexander’« successor, guarantee Bulgaria’s 
independence and grant her a loan. 
The c<» minandantof the garrison at Widdln 
ha-» telegraphed that lie Is rea*ly to march to 
Sofia at a moment’s notire to supiircss any 
Bulgarian cabinet acquiescing in the abdica- 
catioa of Prince Alexander.

GETTING MONOTONOUSTO THE PEO­ 
PLE OF CHARLESTON. 


Bu« lB0si Picking tip and Wo rk B egun 
o n tho Wreck» —Six A dditio nal Death»

Charleston , S, C., Sept. 8 .—There were 
slight shocks here at irregular intervals of 
from' one to three hours all Tuesday. 
The 
most distinct ones were just before 7 and at 
10:32 o’clock a. m. 
At some places the men 
at work tearing down buildings and occupy­ 
ing delicate, if not dangerous, positions 
paused and looked signifloently at each other, 
but no interruption was experienced and no 
panics ensued. 
In looking back over the ter­ 
rific and destructive shocks of a week ago 
the inhabitants are content to regard present 
shakes as harmless in comparison, and declare 
it will take very positive quakes to cause 
fear. 
A t 3:2.5 p. m., while the rain was drizzling 
down in disagreeable quantities, an immense 
crowd of sufferers, all colored, gathered in 
front of the supply wareroom and clamored 
for their rations. 
They were a pitiable lot of 
people—ragged, gaunt and sad. 
The ration*« 
consist of a half pound of pickled pork, 
quarter of a pound of tea, half a pound of 
lice, quarter pound each of sugar and coffee, 
half pint syrup and a loaf of bread or pound 
of crackers. 
Six deaths were reported Tuesday from 
the effects of the quakes. 
They were Isabella 
Grant, colored, 1 month old; Julius Irwin, 
colored, 5 months old; W. F. Thompson, 
colored, 35 years; Mrs. Tennill Burrows, 
white, 57 yrars; Ella Knocks, colored, 4 
years; Mary Jane .Smalls, colored, 0 years. 
Seven births, four black and three white, 
including twins, have been reported during 
the week. 
The health officers say there have 
been several more, however. 
Up to 7 p. m. the contributions received 
from different part of the country for earth­ 
quake sufferers were 
$97,9 8 7, $20,000 of 
which came from the treasurer of the New 
York chamber of commerce and $15,000 from 
Drexel & Co., bankers, of Philadelphia. 
The 
following committee has, in accordance with 
request of the city council, assumed charge 
of the finances and will receive mid distribute 
moneys for sufferers: W. L. Campbell, city 
treasurer; W. A. Courtenay, mayor; Francis 
8 . Rogers, ami A. W, Taft. 
Mayor Courte­ 
nay, who arrived T view lay, was at work in 
the afternoon systematizing work of alleviat­ 
ing the suffering of the people and clearing 
away debris, etc. 
He will issue an address to 
the citizens and point out the duty of the 
hour. 
Rain, which began falling at 2 p. m., 
drenching the insecurely covered campers, 
ceased falling at 7. 
The moon came out 
brightly ami the sky was clear and ch» ?erful. 
At 9 :54 o'clock Tuesday night one w« *?k liad 
elapsed since the first destructive earthquake 
shook visited Charleston. 
None but natives 
can ever appreciate the horror of tho seven 
days, nor comprehend the demolition of the 
city at this time. 
The bravest men of South 
Carolina have been as completely demoralized 
as the weakest women. 
It has been demon­ 
strated that the common chivalry of man 
does not apply to emergencies of earthquakes, 
anil that no rule of gallantry or courage 
known can be utilized or depended upon in 
events like those which have transpired dur­ 
ing the past week. 
The brave and weak, the 
white and black, the good and wicked people, 
have all fared alike, and have been upon the 
same level. 
Everybody has appreciated most 
thoroughly that “fellow feeling which makes 
us wondrous kind,” and will continue to do so 
in a moderate degree for weeks to come. 
Charleston is in ruins, but she is not so 
demoralized as she has been. There ha# been 
a steady growth of confidence for two days, 
and the people begin to see the silver lining. 
The work of clearing away debris, which has 
employed the minds and bodies of men, lias 
done much toward restoring confidence and 
bringing about a better condition of the pub­ 
lic pulse. It will take three weeks to clear away 
accumulated debris, and buildings will lie 
in the pro jess of being torn down for months 
yet, as the first estimate that more than half 
of the brick structures and one-fourth of all 
buildings ? here will have to be torn down 
seems to have been wisely made. 
More new' 
building material is in the streets at this time 
—material for repairing only—than ha« been 
seen here during the past year, and more will 
l» e used during the next six months, if a very 
large proportion of tho city is rebuilt, than 
lias been used for a half century. 
Strong as the pictures have been drawn of 
the destruction 
done by the quake, the 
United Press reporter has not seen any mar 
fcerial exaggeration. 
The correspondents and 
local press men have confined their descrip­ 
tions to facts, for the reason that they have 
had enough of facts and no need of fiction or 
fancy. 
And the facilities for collecting and 
forwarding the facte have been very deficient. 
The street car service has been badly de­ 
ranged and is disorganized now. Tli j tele­ 
graph service was ruined. There werj no 
messengers, few available hacks, and the 
only way left for the news producers was to 
walk, w alk, walk and write, write, write. For 
sixty hours it was not a question of how much 
could be written, but how much could be 
gotten out by wire. 
The beet newspaper tal­ 
ent the country affords has been here, and in 
reviewing the week’s work no class deserve 
more praise than the one which has with­ 
stood hardships of almost continuous running 
with little sleep and little to eat, and which 
was expected to reproduce a faithful picture 
to the world of a catastrophe which was be­ 
yond the power of pen description. 
On one 
or two nights when the correspondents have 
had to sleep out-doors, they have been the re­ 
cipients of many kindnesses proffered by 
citizens. 
Several times the correspondents 
were visited by ladies, who insisted on shar­ 
ing blankets, coffee and sympathy. 
Such 
generosity and self-sacrifice has not been 
known since the w ar and is seldom seen any­ 
where under any circumstances. 
Some surprise but a great deal of pride is 
expressed by the average Charleston man at 
the escape of the custom house building. This 
structure of granite is much the handsomest 
and most valuable of any in the city. 
An ex­ 
amination by government officers fails to re­ 
veal any serious injury. The quakes appear 
to have mo ved thi3 building about an inch, 
and t l*e o nly effect noticeable is in a very few 
cracks at th--* jo ints, or rather gaps between 
the gra:"t * ’ k* *ks.

suitable for occupation. 
The 
plastering being off and the furniture dusty 
and dirty, most of them are now being reno­ 
vated and have the carpets up and the floors 
bare. 
The hotel service is yet very defective. 
Traveling men have b'gun to come into the 
city. There are a good many visitors here 
and signs are appearing of renew il of the 
ordinary activity of Charleston. 


An Cnganaroos Council.

There is one English fashion which the 
Anglomaniacs hav e not yet succeeded in in­ 
troducing in New York ,” said the Eurojtean 
buyer of a large silk house a few days ago, 
and that is slumming.

In 
slumming women run to cloak s and men to 
long coats. These outer garments are be­ 
liev ed to ward off disease, though exactly how 
they do it when the wearers breathe the foul 
air of the slums is difficult to imagine. When 
they return to the house of their hostess or 
chaperone the young people all throw off 
these w rap in the fiassage, and the wrrapsare 
aired by the serv ant* and returned by mete 
aenger the follow ing day. 
A supper, more or 
lei* elaborate, follows the ‘slum,’ 
a* the excite*- 
ment mak es all hands hungry and talk ativ e. 
There are always two policemen with the 
r*rty. and, as a rule, not more than fiv e or 
six people go along.

What at first may hav e been with the mass 
of the population mere prejudice, as some 
hav e claim^l, or at best but an ideal lov e of 
the freedom which, in its widest sense, means 
the right- of the people of ev ery’ sov ereign 
community to control, without interference 
or restriction, their own affairs, had grown 
into an ardent wish for the maintenance of 
the Confederacy, and a dev otion to their 
southern land which was limitless. Prev ious 
attachment to their nativ e soil, all the ideas 
and traditions they had t>een reared to believ e 
and cherish, all that contributes to mak e up 
what is wise and good, as well as what, in ex­ 
cess, may be wrong in patriotism, was con­ 
nected in their minds with the contest in 
which they were engaged and the efforts thev 
were mak ing.

a Chinaman does fight he does not do much 
damage, unless he uses a k nife. 
In this, as in 
ev erything else, the Chinaman is a creature of 
habit. 
The Chinese manner of fighting is to grat 
each other's pigtail with the left and hammer 
aw ay with the right; when he tack les a short- 
haired man he is nowhere; his left hand goe* 
clawing wildly around the back of his oppo­ 
nent's head, and failing to catch the pigtail, 
he seems not to k now what to do with his 
right. 
When we remember that it is the 
>ery lowest class of Chinese w-hich hav e come 
to this country, it is remark able how’ well 
they behav e. 
One custom, howev er, giv ei 
an insight into the Chinaman's character. 
Confucius said; “Whosoev er giv eth a cup 
oi 
tea to him who ask s hath done a good act, 
which shall be remembered in the time of 
trouble.” 
No charge is made for tea in the 
restaurants and in the barber’s shop, the 
grocery stores, the gambling bouses, and the 
opium dens. A pot of tea stands always 
ready for any who choose to drink .—Allan 
Forman in Clev eland Leader.
